Night,  August  29. 

Mr.  Leslie  G.  Somerville,  prom¬ 
inent  member  of  the  Northwest 
Missouri  State  Teachers  College 
faculty,,  died  of  n  heart  attack,  Fri¬ 
day  night,  August  29;, his  home, 
422  West  Fourth  Street.

In  years  past  the  student  body 
of  the  College  has  been  pre¬ 
dominantly  feminine  but  the 
years  since  the  beginning  of  the 
War  have  witnessed  a  constant 
decrease  in  the  enrollment  of 
women  and  a  corresponding  in¬ 
crease  in  the  enrollment  of  men. 

This  year’s  enrollment  figures, 
which  are  as  yet  incomplete, 
are  17  per  cent  higher  than  last 
year’s,  and  men  '  students  out¬ 
number  women  students  two  to 
one.

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  President  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College,  iii  attending  the  second  an¬ 
nual  conference  on  ruial  education 
nnd  the  work  -of  County  Superin¬ 
tendents  of  Schools  being  held  in 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  September 
22-24,  1947.  Dr.  Jones  has  been  ask¬ 
ed  by  the  Executive  ‘  Secretary  of 
the  ■  Department  of  Rural  Education, 
National  Education  Association,  to 
be,  a  consultant  on ;  thie  program 
dealing  with  the  problem  of  how  to 
secure  support  nnd  participation  of 
the  people  in  the  development  of  a 
comprehensive  school  program. 

This  is  the  second  time  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege  president  has  been  asked  to 
serve  as  a  consultant  on  rural  ed¬ 
ucation  problems  by  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  National  Education.

College  Continues 
Improvement  Program 

DIHiculties  in  Obtaining 
Materials  Cause  Slow 
Progress  in  Work. 

The  job  of  painting,  repairing, 
nnd  remodeling  various  buildings 
and  areas  on  the  campus,  that  was 
started  in  early  summer,  Is  slowly 
but  surely  showing  results.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  President  Jones  the  main 
factor  causing  the  slow  progress  is 
the  shortage  of  materials. 

Painting  that  has  been  done  in¬ 
cludes  the  halls  and  several  rooms 
of  the  Administration  building,  the 
exterior  woodwork  of  the  building, 
the  rooms  in  the  Quadrangle,  and 
redecoration  of  the  Home  Manage¬ 
ment  house.  The  women’s  gymnas¬ 
ium  is  to  be  replastered  and  painted 
in  the  near  future. 

The  Home  Economics  department 
is  in  the  process  of  remodeling.  Some 
of  the  new  equipment  to  be  installed 
will  include  electric  stoves  to  replace 
the  small  electric  hot-plates  that 
were  formerly  used. 

English  Rooms  Arc  New 

The  English  department  has  been 
centralized  using  Room  307  as  the 
office  and  Rooms  303,  305,  and  306 
as  classrooms.  This  change  allows 
the  sewing  room  of  the  Home  Econ¬ 
omics  department  to  be  moved  to 
join  the  kitchen  of  that  department. 

Rooms  in  the  commerce  depart¬ 
ment  have  been  completely  redec¬ 
orated  and  all  of  the  floors  have,  been 
refinished.  New  furniture  has  been 
ordered  for  the.  typing  and  account¬ 
ing  rooms. 

Outside  construction  work  in¬ 
cludes  a  project  whereby  several 
hundred  feet  of  concrete  sidewalk  are 
to  be  poured.  When  completed,  there 
will  be  new  walk  from  Residence 
Hall  south  past  the  Dean's  home, 
from  the  front  sidewalk  to  the  flag¬ 
pole,  along  the  north  side  of  the' 
Administration  building,  and  from 
the  Administration  building  to 
Veterans’  Village. 

Parking  Areas  Provided 

The  increased  number  of  cars  be¬ 
ing  driven  to  school  has  caused  a 
major  parking  problem.  The  College 
has  overcome  this  problem  by  pro¬ 
viding  a  large  parking  area  along 
the  north  walk  and  another  one  on 
the  east  side  of  Veterans’  Village. 
This  added  parking  space  should 
easily  handle  the  traffic. 

The.  central  heating  plant  is  also 
being  reconditioned  before  the  cold 
weather  sets  in.  All  of  the  hot  water 
tubes  in  one  of  the  large  boilers  are 
being  replaced.  With  these  new 
tubes  more  heat  per  ton  of  coal  will 
be  produced. 

The  pride  of  the  Recreation  De¬ 
partment  is  the  construction  of  two 
new  tennis  courts.  The  courts,  made 
of  concrete,  are  located  In  front  of 
the  men’s  gymnasium.  They  are 
constructed  in  such  a  way  that  they 
can  be  flooded  in  winter  for  ice 
skating.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
department  to  install  lights  in  the 
near  future.

Mr.  Somerville,  who  became  a  member  of  the 
faculty  in  1931,  was,  perhaps,  best  known  to  pre¬ 
sent  students  as  manager  of  the  College  book  store. 
His  presence  there  during  the  past  two  years  had 
given  business  in  the  store  an  air  of  smoothness 
and  of  efficient  service  to  students  and  to  faculty 
members.  Along  with  his  efficiency  in  conduct¬ 
ing  his  business,  he  became  the  friend  and  helper 
of  many  students  during  his  career.

brutish  maimers,  simplicity  of  existence,  the 
dignity  of  man  made  in  the  image  of  his  Master. 
Wo  noed  desperately  to  be  afraid  of  that  cowar¬ 
dice  which  induces  a  failure  to  recognize  the  real 
issue  botwcon  just  plain  right  and  just  ordinary 
wrong.”. 

With  constant  striving  toward  thoso  goals 
students  of  higher  educational  institutions  such  .as 
this  college  might  find  the  answer  to  bettor  self 
and  community  living.

The  teach¬ 
er,  Dr.  Samuel  Harman  Lowrie, 
chairman  of  the  sociology  depart¬ 
ment,  says  he  believes  this  is  the 
first  time  any  college  has  offered  a 


credit  course  devoted  primarily  to 
dating.  ^ 

Dr.  Lowrie  believes  that  com¬ 
munities  should  organize  to  encour¬ 
age  dating  under  wholesome  con¬ 
ditions.  Ho  considers  it  a  normal 
element  in  social  development,  a 
large  factor  In  the  personality  growth 
of  the  individual.  He  is  writing  a 
textbook  on  dating  problems  and  Is 
thus  encouraging  the  establishment 
of  similar  courses  in  other  univer¬ 
sities.

Green  and  White  Chosen 
College  Colors  in  1906 


Green  and  White!  These  are  the 
colors  that  every  student  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  learns  to  know  and  respect. 
These  are  the  colors  that  fly  over 
the  heads  of  the  athletic  warriors 
of  the  college — Bearcats  In  football, 
basketball,  or  track.  These  are  the 
colors,  then,  which  predominate  on 
the  campus. 

Green  and  white  first  came  to  the 
college  in  1906  when  a  committee 
was  chosen  to  select  school  colors. 
That  committee  endeavored  to  se¬ 
lect  colors  for  which  bunting  could 
be  easily  obtained  for  decoration 
purposes,  ff  id  -f  tuAw&- 

With  this  in  mind,  the  commiOtee 
chose  green  and  white  and  did  not 
learn  until  after  their  decision  that 
the  Maryville  high  school  had  the 
saipe  colors.  The  committee  met 
again  to  reconsider,  at  which  time 
George  H.  Colbert,  head  of  the 
Mathematics  Department,  suggested 
that  despite  opposition,  they  should 
continue  to  use  green  and  white. 
Tlris  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
committee  and  thus  the  adoption 
was  made  and  still  stands. 

The  College  paper  was  called  the 
"Green  and  White  Courier."  It  re¬ 
tained  this  name  for  many  years  be¬ 
fore  it  was  changed  to  Northwest 
Missourian.  In  many  ways,  the  col¬ 
lege  colors,  green  and  white,  have 
served,  well  and  valiantly,  the  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  of  this  institution 
since  their  adoption  in  1906. 

Wartime  Investigators 

Find  Clams  Noiseless 

LA  JOLLA,  Calif  —(ACP)—  Take 
the  word  of  science  for  it—  “silent 
as  a  clam”  Is  a  scientifically  sound 
expression.  Clams  mako  no  noise. 
This  was  revealed  today  as  one  of  the 
Incidental  results  of  an  extensive 
wartime  Investigation  of  natural 
underwater  noises  by  the  University 
of  California  Division  of  War  Re¬ 
search, 

In  searching,  for  the  source  of  a 
peculiar  crackling  noise  which 
troubled  sonar  operators  on  sub¬ 
marines,  the  scientists  found  that 
tho  population  of  tiny  pistol  shrimp 
were  responsible,  making  the  clatter 
by  snapping  their  overslged  claws. 
Even  crabs  and  barnacles  were  found 
to  be  on  the  noisy  side,  Blit  not 
clams.  They  are  silent  gs—  well,  as 
other  clams. 


The  Department  of  State  has 
announced  a  competitive  written 
examination  for  appointments  as 
Foreign  Service  officer,  Class  6, 
to  be  held  September  22-25,  1947 
inclusive,  in  Civil  Service  examina¬ 
tion  centers  in  Boston,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Washington,  Wins¬ 
ton-Salem,  Atlanta,  Cincinnati,' 
Chicago,  St.  Paul,  St.  Louis,  New 
Orleans,  Dallas,  Seattle,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  Denver,  Honolulu,  San  Juan, 
P.  R.,  and  Panama.  The  written 
examination  will  be  held  in  the 
last  three  cities  only  if  'the  num¬ 
ber  of  candidates  is  sufficient  to 
warrant  it.  This  examination  is 
open  to  men  and  women,  21-35 
years  of  age  who  are  American  cit¬ 
izens  and  have  been  such  for  ten 
years  and  who  are  not  married  to 
aliens. 

Candidates  who  pass  the  written 
examination  will  be  given  an  oral  • 
and  a  physical  examination  in  the 
early  part  of  1948,  after  which  fin¬ 
al  appointments  will  be  made.  The 
oral  examinations  will  be  held  in 
Washington  and  possibly  other  cit¬ 
ies  in  the  United  States. 

The  Department  is  eager  to  see 
that  as  many  highly  qualified  po¬ 
tential  candidates  as  pqssible  are 
acquainted  with  this  opportunity, 
to  enter  the  Foreign  Service  and 
/are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  it. 
At'  the  present  time,  the  career 
Foreign  Service  is  being  expanded 
at  an  unprecedented  rate  to  bring 
it  up  to  its  authorized  strength  by 
1948.  At  the  same  time,  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  the  Foreign  Ser¬ 
vice  has  been  increased  and  mag¬ 
nified  many  fold. 

Foreign  Service  officers  are  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  they  serve 
abroad  as  diplomatic  and  consular 
officers. 

Broadly  speaking,  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  of  a  Foreign  Service  officer 
are  to  carry  out  the  foreign  policy 
of  the  President  as  expressed  in 
the  directives  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  to  keep  the  United  States 
Government  informed  of  develop¬ 
ments  abroad,  to  protect  American 
ri  citizens  and  interests  in  Foreign 
countries,  and  to  cultivate  and 
maintain  friendly  relations  with 
peoples  of  other  nations. 

Specifically,  the  duties  of  a  For¬ 
eign  Service  Officer  include:  ne¬ 
gotiation  with  ’foreign  officials; 
political  reporting;  economic  re¬ 
porting  in  the  fields  of  labor,*  fi¬ 
nance,  transportation,  communi¬ 
cation,  aviation,  petroleum,  etc,; 
commercial  reporting  and  trade 
promotion;  agricultural  reporting; 
Issuance  of  visas  and  passports; 
assistance  to  American  shipping; 
protection  of  American  citizens 
and  property;  development  of  cul¬ 
tural  and  informational  programs. 
In  addition,  there  are  numerous 
administrative  duties  In  connection 
with  the  maintenance  of  offices 
abroad. 

Appointments  as  Foreign  Service 
Officer,  Class  6,  are  made  at  sal- 
ary  levels  ranging  from  $3,300  to 
$4,400  per  annum  according  to 
'age,  experience  and  qualifications. 
While  officers  are  abroad  their  sal¬ 
aries  are  supplemented  by  quarters 
allowances,  and  at  posts  where  the 
cost  of  living  is  higher  than  at 
Washington,  by  cost-of-living  al¬ 
lowances,  There  are  seven ,  classes 
of  Foreign  Service  officers.  Sal¬ 
aries  are  determined  by  class  rath¬ 
er  than  by  post  and  range  from 
$3300  to  $13,500.  Officers  reaching 
the  highest  class  are  frequently 
appointed  by  the  President  as  am¬ 
bassadors  and  ministers,  at  salar¬ 
ies  which  depend  upon  the  nature 
of  the  appointment. 

Promotions  are  mado  on  the 
basis  of  merit  after  a  minimum 
period  of  service  In  each  class.  Of¬ 
ficers  who  are  promoted  within  a 
maximum  period  of  service  in  each 
class  are  retired  with  proportional 


benefits  from  the  retirement  fund. 
Retirement  is  compulsory  at  the 
age  of  60  unless  an  officer  attains 
the  rank  of  career  minister.  Re¬ 
tirement  may  also  occur  for  disa¬ 
bility  or  other  reasons  at  an  earlier 
age  or  after  a  shorter  period  of 
time  with  proportional  benefits 
from  the  retirement  fund. 

The  present  regulations  author¬ 
ize  60  days  of  annual  leave.  Home 
leave  in  the  United  States  with 
pay  and  travel  expenses  for  an 
officer  and  his  family  (wife  and 
minor  children)  may  be  ordered 
when  he  has  served  two  years 
abroad. 

In  normal  times,  the  United 
States  has  Foreign  Service  repre¬ 
sentatives  in  every  country  in  the 
world,  and  consequently  an  officer 
has  the  opportunity  to  serve  in 
many  places  during  his  career. 
Assignments  generally  range  from 
.  two  to  five  years  at  one  post  and 
may  include  service  in  unpleasant 
surroundings  or  amidst  unliealth- 
ful  living  conditions. 

The  written  examination  will  be 
scheduled,  as  follows:  On  Septem¬ 
ber  22,  1947,  there  will-  be  tests  of 
ability  to  read  the  English  lan¬ 
guage  with  comprehension  and 
with  reasonable  .speed;  of  .breadth 
and  accuracy  of  vocabulary;  and 
of  ability  to  interpret  statisical 
-  tables  and  graphs,  , to  comprehend 
simple  numerical  relationships, 
and  to  make  simple  mathemati¬ 
cal  deductions.  On  September  23, 
1947,.  there  -will  be  tests  of  range 
and  accuracy  of  factual  informa¬ 
tion  and  of  ability  of  expression  in 
written  English.  'On  September 
24,  1947,  there  will  be  examina¬ 
tions  in  world  history  since  1776 
and  government,  so  constructed 
that  a  candidate  may,  if  he  wish¬ 
es,  select  questions  dealing  with 
American  history  and  government 
only  and  in  the  principles  of  eco- 
'nomlcs.  The  examinations  on 
September  25,  1947,  will  include 
modern  languages  consisting  of  a 
series  of  separate  examinations  test¬ 
ing  ability  to  read  with  comprehen¬ 
sion  French,  German,  Portuguese, 
Russian,  and  Spanish,  respectively. 

The  grade  in  the  examination  in 
modern  languages  is  not  averaged 
with  the  grades  in  the  other  exam¬ 
inations.  Each  candidate  is  re¬ 
quired  to  take  the  examination  in 
one  of  the  languages.  He  may  elect 
to  take  an  examination  in  a  second 
of  the  languages.  If  he  exercises 
this  option,  he  will  be  advantaged  If 
he  makes  a  creditable  grade  in  the 
second  examination  and  not  disad¬ 
vantaged  if  he  fails  to  make  a  cred¬ 
itable  grade  In  that  examination. 

A  candidate  must  attain  a  weight¬ 
ed  average  grade  of  70  or  higher  in 
the  four  general  examinations,  the 
examination  in  history  and  govern¬ 
ment,  nnd  the  examination  in  eco¬ 
nomics,  and  also  a  grade  of  70  or 
higher  in  the  examination  in  mod¬ 
ern  languages  In  order  to  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  proceed  to  the  oral  exam¬ 
ination. 

The  oral  examination  is  designed 
to  test  such  qualities  as  appear¬ 
ance;  manner;  diction;  readiness; 
clarity,  and  precision  in  oral  ex¬ 
pression;  forcefulness;  earnestness; 
effectiveness  of  personality;  initia¬ 
tive;  ■  imagination;  resourcefulness; 
general  adaptability  for  the  Foreign 
Service;  loyalty  to  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  and  attach¬ 
ment  to  the  principles  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution.  In  determining  the  grade  of 
candidates  in  the  oral  examination 
in  the  light  of  all  available  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  him. 

Applications  for  designation  to 
take  the  written  examination  (nay 
be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Ex¬ 
aminers  for  the  Foreign  Service,  De¬ 
partment  of  State,  Washington  25,- 
D.  p.  Copies  of  a  previous  Foreign 
Service  written  examination,  may 
also  be  obtained  upon  request. 

The  deadline  for  receipt  of  appli¬ 
cations  Is  June  30,  1947.  Applications 
received  after  that  date  will  not  be 
coppered.

“Then  >  you  ought  to  be  home ,  in 
bed.  That  will  get  you  into  trouble. 
I’ll  call  the  doctor." 

We  had  just  rounded  the  second 
corner  on  the  rail  and  even  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  breakfast  didn’t  slow  these 
two  lads  down. 

‘.‘Knock  it  off!  What  I  meant  was : 
are  we  going  to  learn  to  live  decently 
and  fairly  with  each  other  or  are  we 
going  to  live  by  the  old  pre-hist,oric 
code  of  dog  cat  dog.  I  think  that 
is  something  we  ought  to  settle  now 
vylth  this  new  beginning ,  after  the 
.War.  Maybe  we  ought  to  be  taught 
bow,  first."  Les  w.as  talking  fast  now 
like  he  always  does  when  he  gets 
excited, 

"I’m  getting  along  all  right  with 
my  neighbors;  aren’t  you?”  “Swede" 
was .  taunjing  him  now. .  Lc$  didn’t 
pay  any  attention. 

"I  Just  wonder  if  we  learned  any¬ 
thing  from  our  experiences  in  this 
war." 

We  had  Just  shuffled  past  Joyce, 


had  gotten  our  food  and  gone  over  to 
the  table  in  front  of  the  piano  where 
"Swede”  always  sits  at  breakfast. 
“Fuller-brush  top”  Hail  and  several 
other  fellows  were  sitting  there. 

Les  began  again; 

"This  is  an  example  of  what  I 
mean  about  how  things  were  before 
and  during  the  War.  Then  compare 
the  present  situation  with  it.  There 
was  an  undistinguished  but  hard¬ 
working  and  principaled  accountant 
living  with  his  family  in  Paris  when 
the  War  broke  out.  He  was  honest 
nnd  believed  in  his  country  and  its 
ability  to  live  at  peace,  politically  and 
economically,  vylth  its  neighbors.  He 
respected  and  abided  by  his  religion. 
But  the  Germans  invaded  and  he 
had  to  flee  with  his  family  to  the 
south  of  .  France  .where  tlie  Vichy 
government  was  located.  Frenchmen 
■were  trapped —  fighting  for  their 
very  lives.  The  machinery  of  gov¬ 
ernment  during  that  crisis  should 
have  worked  faster  in  order  for  itself 
to  overthrow  the  invaders.  But 
practical  and  existing  circumstances 
forced  Bigou  to  start  cheating  on  his 
government —  on  his  very  seif,  who 
composed  it.  He  became  ashamed  of 
himself.  He  lost  his  pride  in  being 
seen  in  church.  He  groped  politi¬ 
cally:  .  which  parly  would  .actually 
bring  about  the  things  that  It  prom¬ 
ised.  He  wpndered  what  thing'  on 
e.orth  was  stable.  He  wondered 
whom  to  .trust.” 

Hall  boomed  in  at  that  point; 
“Yeah,  I  . was,  over  there  and  felt  that 
all  Frenchmen  were  thinking  the 
same  thing." 

“Swede”  made  his  position  cle.ar 
to.  Les  after  he  finished  drinking  his 
■milk  put  of  the  bottle:  "Lopk-I’ye  got 
to  get  my  degree  and  then, I’m  going 
to  coach  football  in  some  high- 
:  school." 

"All  very  well,  but  beyond  that, 
are, you  going  to  , be  a  social  nothing, 
an  economic  cipher,  a  political  zero 
in  today’s  world?  Are  you  going  to 
count  for  anything  to  anyone  but 
.yourself?"  This  was  Les’  final  point.

The  Ninth  Conference  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Federation  of  University 
Women  was  held  in  Toronto,  Canada, 
at  the  invitation  of  the  Canadian 
Association  and  the  University  of 
Toronto. 

Although  the  conference  is  held 
tri-annually,  this  was  the  first 
meeting  since  1939,  when  the  con¬ 
ference  was  held  in  Stockholm, 
Sweden.  This  was  also  the  first  con¬ 
ference  ever  held  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere. 

The  group  of  people  attending  the  , 
conference  were  extremely  cosmo¬ 
politan.  • 

The  regularly  appointed  delegates 
from  national  member  associations  ' 
were  as  follows:  Argentina,  Australia,  ; 
Belgium,  Brazil,  Denmark,  Egypt, 
Finland,  France,  Great  Britain, 
India,  Ireland,  Italy,  Luxembourg, 
Mexico,  Netherlands,  New  Zealand, 
Norway,  Poland,  South  Africa, 
Sweden,  Switzerland,  and  the  United 
States.  Also  represented  were  Aus¬ 
tria,  China,  Czechoslovakia,  Greece,  ■ 
the  Philippines,  and  Syria. 

During  the  reign  of  the  dictators 
of  Europe,  the  associations  in  Ger¬ 
many,  Austria,  Czechoslovakia  and 
Italy  were  disbanded  by  government 
decree.  The  German  Association 
has  not  been  reorganized  but  Aus¬ 
tria,  Czechoslovakia,  and  Italy  have 
been  reorganized  and  readmitted  to 
the  Organization. 

Two  Languages  Used 
All  sessions  of  the  convention 
were  in  two  languages,  a  translator 
on  full  time  duty  standing  by  to 
translate  everything  in  English  to 
French  or  French  to  English. 

The  American  Association  of  Uni¬ 
versity  Women,  with  95,000  mem¬ 
bers,  is  by  far  the  largest  unit  in  . 
the  Federation,  but  freedom  of  ex¬ 
pression  of  all  member  associations 
and  their  equality  in  functioning ' 
are  safeguarded  by  the  constitution 
stipulation  that  no  association  shall 
have  more  than  five  votes. 

Sends  1  Five  Voting  Delegates 
The  United  States  sent  five  voting 
delegates,  Dr.  Kathryn  McHale,  gen¬ 
eral  director  of  the  Association,  Dean  , 
Althea  Hottel,  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  President  Dr.  Helen  ’ 
White,  of  the  University  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  former  president,  Dr.  Hope  Hib- 
berd,  now  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Fellowship  Awards  and' 
Dr.  Louise  Pearce,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  International  Rela-  I 
tions. 

I  In  addition,  one  non-voting  dele¬ 
gate  was  allowed  for  every  two  hun¬ 
dred  members.  Missouri  sent  two 
representatives,  Dr.  Alice  Parker  of 
i  Liudenwood  College  and  Dr.  Blanche 
’Dow  from  the  College. 

The  conference  opened  with,  a 
formal  reception  at  the  Royal  York 
Hotel  and  finished  with  a  dinner  at 
which  a  representative  of  every 
country  was  seated  at  the  speaker's 
table.

Two  evening  meetings  were  held 
at  the  University  Convocation.  At 
one  of  them,  Dr.  Helen  White,  who 
spoke  last  May  at  an  open  meeting  / 
of  the  Maryville  branch,  was  ther 
speaker.  Speaking  at  the  other 
meeting  was  Dr.  Frances  Moran,- 
Regius  Professor  of  Law  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Dublin,  Ireland,  the  only  ' 
woman  ever  to  have  been  named  to 
King's  Counsel,  and  a  participant  in 
the  Nuremberg  trials,  spoke  on  the 
subject  of  the  development  of  in¬ 
ternational  law  through  the  exper¬ 
ience  of  those  trials. 

The  assemblies  and  the  discus¬ 
sions  were  stimulating  and  varied. 
The  Finns  compared  their  problems 
with  those  of. the  Dutch.  The  Poles 
bore  the  indelible  marks  of  the  long 
siege  they  had  suffered.  Dr.  Piloo' 
Nanavutty,  young  Professor'  '  of 
English  at  the  University  of  Bombay, 
India,  spoke  with  enthusiasm  and 
assurance  of  the  progress  of  higher 
education  among  Indian  women. 
Belgium,  French,  Luxembourg,  and 
Italian  women  told  their  story  of 
war  and  reconstruction.  The  found¬ 
er  of  the  first  normal  school  for 
girls  in  Cairo,  Egypt,  gave  a  vivid 
suggestion  of  the  work  which  women 
are  doing  in  Egypt.  Mrs.  Alice  Kan- 
daleft  Cosma,  who  was  nn  assembly 
speaker  at  the  College  in  late  sum¬ 
mer,  was  the  representative  of  Arab 
women,  and  her  advice  and  infor¬ 
mation  was  sought  on  every  side. 
The  president  of  the  Mexican  Asso¬ 
ciation  told  the  story  of  the  Mexican 
struggle  against- illiteracy. 

Many  of  tlie  Europeans  were  guests 
of  tlie  American  Association  before 
or  after  the  Toronto  Conference. 
They  visited  Washington,  New  York, 
nnd  Boston,  including  as  complete 
and  ns  intimate  an  acquaintance 
with  our  schools  as  was  possible. 
Everywhere  they  voiced  their  amaze¬ 
ment  at  the  luxury  and  convenience 
of  American  life,  the  abundance  and 
the  richness  of  American  food,  and 
the  seemingly  in-exhaustibility  of 
American  supplies. 

Re-organization  and  re-uiiion  wera 
the  dominant  notes  in  this  inter-, 
national  congress.

Drive  Bogs  Down 

Ralph  Kurtrlght,  33-year-old  Al¬ 
bany  place  kick  expert,  added  an¬ 
other  point  with  his  trusty  toe.

Kansns  will  enter  educational  in 
stitutions  for  the  first  time  this  fal 
or  else  will  be  re-entering  training, 

2.  Generally,  veterans  in  this  cat¬ 
egory  who  enter  school  any  tlmcj 
during  September  will  rcfcclve  Initla 
subsistence  payments  between  Nov 
ember  1  and  10. 

3.  Any  veteran  entering  tralnlnj 
in  October  would  not  expect  his  flrsi 
subsistence  payment  until  between! 
December  1  and  10. 

4.  Normally,  initial  payments 
veterans  will  not  be  processed  on  tht| 
basis  of  a  part  of  a  month.  Thi: 
means,  that  for  the  most  part,  firs 
payments  to  veterans  will  reflec 
that  period  from  the  time  they  en 
roll  in  school  and  through  October] 
Therefore,  veterans  should  not  ex 
pect  payments  until  thirty  day: 
after  entering  school. 

5.  Veterans  are  requested  to  cal 
or  write  the  Veterans  Administra 
tion  only  unless  payments  are  no 
received  as  outlined  aijove. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  by  th(| 
Veterans  Administration  to  ge 
subsistence  payments  to  all  veteran: 
as  quickly  as  possible. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  a  veteran' 
award  cannot  be  processed  until  al 
records  are  in  order  and  have  beer! 
received  by  the  VA  Regional  Office] 
Because  of  this,  initial  payment; 
necessarily  require  a  longer  time  tefl 
process.  Subsequent  checks  shoultl 
be  received  by  veterans  between  th<J 
first  and  tenth  of  each  month  there
